This summer, Matt O'Donnell cruised the open waters aboard his newly-purchased 
35-foot-longboat with the backdrop of the Chicago skyline and listened to the Dave 
Alat thews Band jamming at Northerly Island, watched the Air and Water Show 
where the planes flew so low he could taste the jet fuel and tied up his boat in the 
“playpen”— near Ohio Street Beach— and cracked open a cold beer. 


“It^s like rm on vacation every time,” said 
ODonnell, 36, a firefighter who lives in Ukrai- 
nian Milage and docks in Diversey Harbor. 

While he set sail around Lake Michigan, 
Chicago's harbors have been navigating some 
rough waters. 

Ten harbors in the city account for a total 
of 5,740 slips but are only 75 percent full— the 
lowest occupancy rate over the past 15 years, 
according to Chicago Park District harbor 
data. It is one percentage point lower than the 
occupancy rate for 2012 and 2013, which was 
76 percent for both years. 

Boaters and industry experts point to a 
combination of factors, most notably the 


economy and the addition of 1,000 boating 
slips thanks to a new 31st Street Harbor, along 
with aging boaters, competition from nearby 
marinas and the time and costs of boat own- 
ership. 

“When you add 20 percent more spots to 
the equation, simple math means the occu- 
pancy number overall is going to drop even 
though the number of boats in the harbors 
doesn^t change that much,” said Scott Ste- 
venson, executive vice president of Westrec, 
the company under contract to manage the 
harbors. 

After an economic study and consultations 
with park district officials, plans for a new

harbor at 31st Street moved forward at a time 
when there was roughly ijOOO boaters on the 
waiting list to get a spot in most of Chicago’s 
harbors, he said. 

Then came the devastating effects of the 


Great Recession. 

When the economy heads south, recre- 
ational boating— a $37 billion industry— is 
among the first things to go down and the 
last to rebound because it’s a discretionary 
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purchase, said Thom Dammrich, president of 
the National Marine Manufacturers Associa- 
tion based in Chicago. 

New boat sales dropped and so did boat 
production. Some boaters could no longer af- 
ford the boats they had and pulled them from 
the harbors, sold them or kept them in stor- 
age, creating vacancies in harbors. It was not 
ideal timing for 31st Street Harbor, which has 
been slow to take off since opening in 2012 
and is only one -third full— the least of all the 
city’s harbors. 

‘Tt’s no surprise that there was difficulty 
filling slips in that marina in that environ- 
ment,” Dammrich said. 

But recently the tide has been changing for 
the boating industry In 2012, 
the industry saw its first sign 
of recovery when new power- 
boat and sailboat retail sales 
increased by 10 percent. Steady 
growth of 5 to 7 percent in new 
boat sales was predicted for this 
year as the housing market con- 
tinues to recover and consumer 
confidence gets stronger. 

Matt Boskovich, 29, took 
advantage of the marketplace 
to buy an $18,000 used 24-foot- 
long Monterey Cruiser with his 
Marquette University buddy 
last year. 

‘Tt’s definitely a big purchase. 

For us, we cut everything in 
half,” said Boskovich who lives 
in Lakeview 

Having somebody to split the 
costs made the decision to buy 
a boat easier, he said. Boskov- 
ich estimated they each spend 
roughly $4,000 ayear topayfor 
mooring fees at Belmont Har- 
bor, trailer, gas, insurance, win- 
ter storage, maintenance and 
other miscellaneous expenses. 

But it’s worth it, he said. In- 
stead of going to a beer garden 
during a sunny weekend, he’s 
on the water with family and 
friends. 

“We knew it was something fun to have in 
the summer,” Boskovich said. “We love, on a 
nice Saturday, inviting and telling whoever to 
come on down. The more, the merrier.” 

Another factor affecting boating and thus 
harbor occupancy is competing interests in 
activities growing in popularity such as cy- 
cling that are not as time consuming, said Jo- 
seph Schwieterman, director of the Chaddick 
Institute for Metropolitan Development at 
DePaul University 

“Boating suffers from being so time inten- 
sive. People are quick to abandon a hobby 
when life gets complicated,” he said. 

And owning a boat is an expensive hobby 
Although mooring fees are cheaper at certain 


Chicago harbors, like Jackson Harbor, the 
costs still add up. 

‘We’re going to be getting out of boating in 
the next couple of years because it’s physically 
not feasible or we’re on fixed incomes and we 
can’t afford an increase in slip fees,” said Al- 
fred White, 67, who has been docked at Jack- 
son Park Inner Harbor since 1991. Or move to 
another harbor to keep costs lo^ he said. 

Chicago “also has hot competition from 
New Buffalo and Waukegan and other places 
that are a bargain in comparison,” Schwieter- 
man said. 

Even transferring to available, more desir- 
able slips within the city has affected other 
harbors such as Monroe, 59 th Street and Jack- 
son Park Inner, creating vacan- 
cies there, Stevenson said. 

For example, the occupancy 
at Jackson Park Inner Harbor 
has slipped down to 43 percent 
due in part, he said, to boaters 
moving north into 31st Street, 
which has newer facilities and 
amenities. But occupancy is 
still strong at DuSable, Di- 
versey and Belmont harbors— 
all more than 96 percent full. 

This year, weather played a 
factor with boaters deciding 
not to put their boats in the 
cold lake until late into the sea- 
son, affecting harbor occupan- 
cy by i percent, Stevenson said. 

A South Shore resident. 
White called Jackson Park 
Inner Harbor the ‘J)est kept 
secret in the park district” be- 
cause of its scenic location a 
short distance away from Lake 
Shore Drive and yet it remains 
hidden and insulated from the 
noise and waves. 

“It’s still a nice harbor in 
spite of the problems,” said 
White, mentioning the lack of 
Wi-Fi and laundry facilities as 
well as low water pressure. He 
wished the park district would 
have made investments at existing harbors 
before building the $103 million 31st Street 
Harbor. 

Stevenson defended the city’s decision to 
build 31st Street Harbor, which he expected 
to be full in seven to eight years instead of the 
four to five years originally anticipated upon 
opening. 

‘A harbor like 31st Street is going to be a 
park asset for hundreds of years,” he said. “It’s 
not a disaster for the park district.” 

Dammrich said the new harbor was a good 
decision with a temporarily bad outcome. 
“The industry will grow and boating will grow 
and the harbors will fill up and it’s just a mat- 
ter of how long it takes,” he said.

ATTRACTING MORE BOATERS 

To help boost occupancy, the city has not raised harbor fees since the 2012 season. 

Scott Stevenson, executive vice president of Westrec, which manages the harbors, expected 
the fees to stay flat next season. 

The park district also waived the 25 percent surcharge for non-Chicago residents who 
docked at 31st Street Harbor, which Stevenson said will continue next year. 

The addition of a floating pool and plans for a restaurant there, which meant the removal of 
a handful of slips, was billed as amenities to attract more boaters to that harbor. 

Plus, events such as Venetian Night and Aquapalooza are focused on trying to make the har- 
bor experience a good one and entice boaters, he said, lv

General: Can’t rule 
out troops in Iraq 


The militarys top officer repeatedly raised 
the prospect Tuesday of sending U.S. troops 
to fight alongside Iraqi soldiers against the 
Islamic State group’s militants, but the White 
House stressed there would be no combat 
mission for U.S. ground forces. 

Gen. Martin Dempsey, who chairs the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, told the Senate Armed Services 
Committee that he would recommend using 
U.S. ground troops to assist Iraqi and Kurd- 
ish forces if he deems it necessary to rescue a 
downed pilot, to call in airstrikes to assist Iraqi 
forces or to help assault a key military objective. 

Sending American troops back into ground 
combat in Iraq for the first time since U.S. 
forces were withdrawn in December 2011 
would mark a major escalation of the offen- 
sive President Obama announced last week, 
and a political setback for the administration. 

As an outcry emerged, a White House 
spokesman quickly sought to clarify 
Dempsey’s remarks, calling them “a hypo- 
thetical scenario.” Col. Ed Thomas, a spokes- 
man for Dempsey, later issued a statement 


saying the general “doesn’t believe there is a 
military requirement” for U.S. advisors to ac- 
company Iraqi troops into combat. 

It wasn’t immediately clear if Dempsey’s 
warnings, a day before Obama heads to Mac- 
Dill Air Force Base in Florida for briefings by 
top military commanders and Congress, were 
meant to ready the public for a reversal in 
strategy or language aimed at Congressional 
hawks who have criticized Obama’s strategy 
as too little, too late. 

Appearing at the same f/2 hour hearing. 
Defense Secretary Chuck Hagei outlined a 
military plan far broader than previously ac- 
knowledged for eventual cross-border U.S. 
air strikes against the Islamic State group’s 
strongholds and other targets inside Syria. 

Hagei said the Pentagon is planning “tar- 
geted actions against ISIL safe havens in 
Syria, including its command and control, lo- 
gistics capabilities and infrastructure.” 

Hagei warned that the campaign “will not be 
an easy or a brief effort. It is complicated. We 
are at war with ISIL, as we are with al-Qaida.”

12 boats set sail from 
Belmont Harbor this week 
in the Chicago Match Cup

Imagine having to take a major test to earn a 
raise at work and getting only three hours to 
prepare for it the day before. 

That'll give you a good idea of what it's like to 
sail in this week's Chicago Alatch Cup regatta. 

“It's a little bit unfamiliar,” said skipper Ian 
'Williams, a 37-year-old from England who helms 
the GAC Pindar team and won the regatta in 
2012. get a three-hour practice session this 
afternoon to refamiliarize ourselves with the 
boats. It's the same for everybody” 

But while the boats are different, the prin- 


ciples of the sport are still the same. 

“I would liken it more to the tennis tour, 
where you play on different surfaces,” he said. 
“It's still sailing. Albu've still gotta puU the sails 
and point the boat in the right direction, go the 
right way, but some of the nuances are slightly 
different in the different boats.” 

The Chicago stop is the fourth of seven on 
the ALPARI World Match Racing Tour. Twelve 
teams will compete in races starting Wednesday 
morning off Belmont Harbor. Every team races 
against each other once in the round-robin por- 
tion, with the Top 4 teams on each day moving 
on to a knockout-style tournament starting Fri- 
day The winning team gets $18,750. 

“We'll run somewhere between 30 to 40 races 
a day” said Tod Reynolds, a 26 -year-old Lakev- 


iew resident and director of the Chicago Match 
Race Center. “There's something going on all 
day long. We'll get going every morning about 
9:30 in the morning and we'll race until 3 or 4 in 
the afternoon.” 

This week, they'll be racing TOM 28 class 
boats, which Williams says he hasn't sailed since 
last year's event in Chicago. Williams, a former 
lawyer in London who quit his day job to pursue 
sailing full time a few years ago, and his three- 
man crew enter the Chicago race as the prohibi- 
tive favorites; they've won two of the first three 
regattas on tour. 

“I think what I really noticed is how when 
you're a sportsman, how your performance has 
an immediate impact on your career,” he said. 
“As a lawyer when you're doing your review. 


you're reviewed on how many hours you'v 
billed rather than the quality of your work.” 

While they've sailed all over the world, th 
crew has a special place in their hearts for Lak 
Michigan. 

“You definitely get very variable condition 
here,” Williams said.

Bungie Studios has come a long, long way 
from its early days as a side project by for- 
mer University of Chicago undergrad Alex 
Seropian. It made its first big splash with the 
massive success of the “Halo” series in the 
200 os and later departed from under the 
wing of Microsoft to start a new first-person 
shooter franchise. That project, “Destiny” 
lands Bungie in a new stratosphere — at 
least in terms of budget and clout. The new 
space opera cost a reported $500 million to 
make— a sum that would make even Michael 
Bay jealous. 

But what exactly is “Destiny?” It^s not an 
easy thing to put a finger on. In some ways, 
it’s a more ambitious version of “Halo” that 
marries a conventional shooter with the 
massive -multiplayer universe of a game like 
“World of Warcraft.” Most shooters wall 
off single -player campaigns and team-based 
deathmatches into separate modes, but 
in “Destiny” players appear in each oth- 
ers’ game worlds. You have the option of 
interacting and grouping up with friends and 
strangers or remaining a lone wolf 

It also jettisons super soldier Master Chief 
from “Halo” for a model where everyone

creates their own hero. Players suit up as 
a so-called Guardian of the last city of a 
post-apocalyptic Earth to defend mankind 
across planets ranging from the red dunes of 
Mars to the lush jungles of Venus. These vast 
interstellar environments are so beautiful, 
you’ll almost forgive the lack of a coherent 
story Much of “Destiny’s” lore is delivered 
by a tiny talking robot companion called 
a Ghost, played by Peter Dinklage, whose 
limp performance suggests even he was 
bored spouting off lame sci-fi nonsense 
about The Fallen and The Darkness. 

Despite the bells and whistles, “Destiny” 
doesn’t reinvent the wheel when it comes 
to action. There is more to see and do than 
in most games, but once the new-car smell 
wears off, you realize “Destiny” still is a game 
primarily concerned with shooting aliens 
and robots in the face with high-tech virtual 
weaponry Shooting is Bungie ’s business and 
business is (pretty) good.

FRIED CHICKEN

I Vc eaten a lot of fried chicken in Chicago. I 
love Au Cheval’s General Jane's fried chicken, 
Oisp’s Seoul Sassy fried chicken and Honey 
Butter Fried C^hicken’s offerings. Harold’s 
wings “fried hard’^ and doused in hot sauce 
have a special place in my lard-coated heart. 
Most recently though, one stands above 
them all. Tliat spot, A'lini Hut in Garfield 
Ridge, senses my favorite fried cliicken in 
Chicago. 

Ow'ner Don Engel attributes part of his 
flavor advantage to using fresh ehiekens 
“never wrapped in plastic’' that he has 
delivered ev^ery other day On average, Engel 
cooks more than 2,500 pieces of that chicken 
w'eekly. The pieces are inarinated overnight in 
a salt and garlic marinade and fried to order 
in a butter- flavored, seasoned flour. Because 
it’s made fresh, e\;^en a reasonable two-piece 
order (such as the S5.25 chicken boat, wiiich 
coTnes w'ith a soft Parker House-style l^read 
roll and fantastic, piping-hot crinkle-cut 
french fries) takes 20 to 25 minutes to cook. 
For that wait, you ai'e a:warded a cracklin' 
golden-crusted piece of poultry speclded 
W'ith salt and pepper that’s juicy to the hone. 
These are not brontosaurus-si /ed super- 
crispy Kl’C or Popeye’s cuts.l’he pieces 
at A'lini Hut ai‘e modest, a buttery and 
slightly crispier version of the kind of fried 
chicken you might have found served w^ith a 
Korbel brandy old fashioned at a backw^oods 
Wisconsin supjaer club. 

The chicken is so marvelous that T 
suspect if some restaurant womderkind sold 
it from a kiosk in River North called Cluck 
or sometliing equally cutesy they’d make a 


fortune. Or maybe not, last year, someone 
bought the right to franchise 10 locations of 
A'lini I lut from Engel, but the first franchised 
location at 86 th Street and Kedzie Avenue 
closed. “Tliev w’ere screwing it up by cooldng 
the chicken in advance and holding it in 
warming ovens, and ignoring the way T did 
things,” Engel said. 

Tliere’s certainly an old- school chai'm die 
CLUTent Alini Hut possesses that would be 
hard to replicate. The low-ceilinged hideaway 
is filled w^ith plastic yellow' bench seats, a 
framed collage of horse-racing articles and 
an '8os-stylc hi-fi set-up including a record 
player that looks lilce it has been plugged in 
for a decade. It’s kind of like a cross lietween 
a Waffle Hut and nuclear fallout shelter, 
(PS.T’hough the address is on Archer Avenue, 
the entrance is actually on the side street, 
Normandy Avenue.) 

iVmidst this character, even Engel’s had 
business challenges, from which he's bounced 
back admirably I le operated Alini I lut for 
26 years a couple of blocks away from the 
ciurent iVreher location until he lost liis lease. 
He w'ent to wurk for C^onnie's Pizza for four 
years after that before reopening in 1998. 
'^’'hile T worked at Connie's, everyone kept 
asking me when I was going to reopen. Wlicn 
I found this new place, I took out an ad in the 
local newspaper a week before opening and 
wondered if anyone w^ould show- up,” he said. 
‘They mobbed me. Tines w^ere out the door 
and T almost ran out of chicken,”
